PAY ON PROTEST

Standard ©Oil Company Ties
String to April Fees.

Anticipation of Test Sauit
Against State Imspection.

In anticipation of litigation Involv-
ing the constitutionality of the state
oil inspection law, the Standard Ol
company today made payment of its
April fees under protest. Other com-
panies have been paying under protest
for several months, but the Standard
today made its first move to protect
its rights in event of a test suit.

When the Standard sent Frank
Cumiskey, state ofl Inspector, Its
check for $3,958.50 to cover April
fees, it specified that the payment was
under protest and to protect its righta
in event of a possible suit. It Is un-
derstood, however, that the Standard
will not bring action to bloek payment
of fees. A suit by one of the several
independent companies has been con-
templated for several weeks.

Under existing condlitions, fees paid
by the oil companies are not available
by the state and are mot turned into
the general revenue fund. It is prob-
ahle that the fees for April will ex-
ceed $6,000, They will be added to a
fund of several thousand dollars now
held by Cumiskey as protested pay-
ments. If a suit to test the state law
is brought and the state should lose,
protested fees would be returned to
the oll companies. Fee not paid un-
der .protest, however, cannot be re-
gained by the companies now making
payments.
